It Is a par¬ 
donable failing to have a pride In the beau¬ 
tiful things which our homes contain, but 
we must not let that feeling take the place 
of the influence the homo itself exerts on 
those who make it or live in it. Let us live 
in and know our own homes, and get the 
advantage of that restful calm, than which 
nothing keeps us younger or more surely 
smooths out the trials of tho day. If 
mothers will be caljner we shall see our

A despatch from Washington says:— 
Rev. Dr. Taimage preached from the 
following text^ 

"And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the great trumpet shalUbe 
blown, and they shall come which are 
ready to perish in the land of Assyria 
and the outcasts in »tbe land of Egypt, 
and shall worship the Lord in the holy 
mount of Jerusalem.*’—Isaiah xxvii. 13. 

As when the front and back doors of 
a barn are open, a gust of wind scat¬ 
ters the dust and chaff, so the Jews 
had been swept every whither—some 
wandering In Assyria, and some exiled 
in Egypt; but their coming back, as 
by the call of a trumpet, la here pre¬ 
dicted. 

The passage is strongly descriptive 
of the exiled and perishing condition 
of sinful men, and of their return at 
the trumpet-call of the Gospel. 

Need I stop to prove that out of God 
v/e are in exile 9 Who here is at home 
in his sin? Does be not wander about? 
Within the walls of this house, does 
he find entire rest for his spirit; No; 
he sees those walls are^rumbling. His 
family must, by the nature of things, 
after a while be scattered. Sickness 
can not be kept out, nor death. How 
many men have lived in the same house 
for twenty years ? Not many. Your 
office or store makes a poor home. Are 
things all right at the store ^ Ilp 
things go on tllSre as if they might, g^ 
on for ever ? Would you be satisfied 
to spend an eternity amidst that hard¬ 
ware and those ribbons, and yonder 
keg.s and hogsheads? Your• pleasures 
are not lasting. You get tired of 
laughing, and tired of card-playing, 
and tired of fast riding ; and all the 
I)eace you ever had was not very deep 
nor very lasting. You wander about, 
and wander about—exiled. That is 
for twenty years? Not many, Your 
have been expatriated. You are in 
worse than Siberian exile. The chains 
are harder. The mine is harder. The 
climate is colder. The gloom is ghast¬ 
lier. "Lost in the land of Assyria I” 
That is. you do not know how you got 
in, and you cannot find your way out. 
If a man has made* his way, the more 
ho walks the more he is lost. He starts 
off and goes ten miles in the wrong 
direction. Nor can you find your way 
out of this spiritual confusion. Lost, 
and without food. Lost, and without 
water. St. Bernard dogs pick up the 
worn traveller from Alpine gulches; 
but nothing has picked you out from 
your freezing exhaustion. Strong- 
armed sailors have put out from a 
steamer and saved a shipwrecked crew; 
but no craft haw borne down' for your 
rescue. "Iteady to perish!" says the 
text. Not floating on down/ into peril, 
but in the last stages of it—the work 
of sin almost completed — the day of 
grace alnio.st gone—your feet on the 
cnimbiiiiir brink. I’erha rvs th<A Inst 


spinal complaints, migm uremiMMv 
through It, until the fashionable hear¬ 
ers at Brighton watering-place trem¬ 
bled and believed. 

This Gospel trumpet is great in its 
l^wer. On a still night you may hear 
the call of a brazen trumpet two or 
three miles; but this is so mighty that 
it is not only heard from heaven to 
earth, but it is to arrest the atten¬ 
tion of all nations. Men with physic^ 
hearing all gone catch the first strain 
of it. Men buried half a century in 
c:- imes have heard it. It is the power 
of God unto salvation. Amidst the rush 
of a cavalry troop, going perhaps a mile 
in three minutee, Saul beard it, braced 
himself in the stirrups, and reined in 
his charger on the roi^ to Daina8cus.f 
In a custom-house, amid the chink of^ 
coin, and the shuffle of feet, and tbei 
dispute of merchants at the high tar¬ 
iffs, Matthew an.^wered its mighty 
call. Men have put their fingere in 
their cars, to keep out the sound, but 
have been compelled to hear it. At 
its blast walls fall, and thrones upse^ 
nations leap from barbarism to civ¬ 
ilization. There is no force in the 
sWk of musketry, or in the boom of 
cannonade, as compared with the peal¬ 
ing forth of this great Gospel trum¬ 
pet. Oh! that the Eternal God mijgbt 
speak through it now I That all these 
people might rise up into the freedom 
of the Gospel 1 

This trumpet Is great in its sweet¬ 
ness. In some musical instruments 
there is noise, and crash, and power, 
but no fineness of sound, ’ Others can 
not only thunder, but w^p and whis¬ 
per and woo Like that is the Gospel 
trumpet I In all tenderness and sweet¬ 
ness, and sympathy, it excels. 

" How sweet the name of Jesus sounds 

In a believer’s ear; 

It soothes his sorrows, heals his 
wounds. 

And drives away his fears.” 

A patient may be so weak that the 
fall of a door-^atch or the rattle of a 
spoon in the tea-cup disturbs; but this 
sound quiets the nerves and stills the 
fears. The gentlest step that ever en¬ 
tered a sick-room, is that of the Great 
Physician. Take some favourite word 
ahd_utter It among the rocks, and 
there combs back half-a-dozen echoes. 

bere^one word that, uttered here 
tp-nTgm, will echo back from five 
hundred wounded but comforted hearts. 
The word is Jesus. That is the name 
that makes you smile. That is the name 
that arouses your courage. That is the 
name that kindles your faith. That is 
vthe name that helps you to live. That 
Is the name that will help you to die. 

But I make a more determined ad¬ 
vance into my subject and say that 
the Gospel trumpet is a trumpet of 
alarm. The sentinel on the wall sees 
the enemy coming, and puts the trum¬ 
pet to his lips; and the soldier grasps 
his musket, and the trooper springs 
into his saddle, and the gates ajar shut 
at the cry " Beware I” Listening not 
to trumpet call the palace is taken, 
the treasures despoiled, the city burn¬ 
ed. So the Gospel is a trumpet of 
alarm. It says, " Be armed, or die 1” 
Satan assaults. The world tempts. 
Death advances. Judgment bursts up¬ 
on thee, and an eternity from which 
thou shall not escape. One strain of 
that trumpet is this, " It is appoint¬ 
ed unto men once to die, and after 
death the judgment." Another strain, 
" Who of us can dwell amidst devour¬ 
ing flames ? Who of us can lie down 
in everlasting burnings ?’’ " Beware, 

beware 1" 

The Gospel trumpet is one of re¬ 
cruit. During the late war you heard 
the trumpet calling from the recruit¬ 
ing stations; and at its call the peo¬ 
ple flocked to the standard of the 
Government, and went out to battle. 
In a spiritual sense war is declared. 
Who is on the Lord’s side f Are you 
ready to answer the call of the trum¬ 
pet ? There is no neutral ground. You 
are for God or fo Satan, for light or 
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one roQna ox —— 
enemy wltb ammunition wagons ox 
grape and canister. The lion-tamer 
pots bis head into the moiister’s mouth 
and the people applaud; but It is a 
foolish thing to do. The shaggy mon¬ 
ster after a while forgets hie placidity, 
and the lion-tamer puts in bis bead 
once too often^ 

This Gospel trumpet^ is one of vic¬ 
tory. Siucb a trumpet was sounded 
when Gideon scattered the Amale- 
kites; when King David's troops otot- 
came Absalom; when Napoleon rode on 
the field of Austerlits; when Sebas¬ 
topol fell; when Paris surrendered. 
For a wfiile the din of battle is great; 
the frenzied shriek; the revengefnl 
cry; the dying groan; hbe shouting of 
the captains; the neighing of the war- 
ohargers; the bowling shells; the rak¬ 
ing artillery; but as these subside in 
the defeat of one army, a musician 
leaps on the wall, floorlsbea hie trum¬ 
pet, and sounds victory over the 
plains. This shall be' thy case, O sinoerl 
when under Christ thou dost get the 
victory. Not always in the night or in 
retreat thou shall jet be^more than 
conqueror. The brightest hour that 
ever dawns on a human soul is that 
In which its sins are pardoned, and 
Christ says, **Oh, long-imprisoned spirit; 
go free. 1 am thy Saviour and thy God. 
The mountains shall depart, and the 
hills be removed, but I will never fail 
thee.*’ OhI could you only know the 
transport of such a hope, me^binks 
you would no longer he able to keep 
youir seat, but, like a man I heard last 
Sunday night in Charlegton, you would 
rise up in the midst of the sermon, 
and ory out. "Give me Christl Give 
me Christl” 

Oh, ye forgiven qneal Did Christ 
make you a slave? Has he trampled 
you down? Do you find the cup he 
presses to your lips all wormwood and 
gall? Do you not rather feel like spend¬ 
ing yonr life in praising the free grace 
of the Gospel, waving the palm branch, 
shouting the hosanna, clapping the 
cymbals, and blowing'Atbe trumpets of 
victory? 

We, who are the soldiers of Christ, 
can not always be marching and fight¬ 
ing. The evening will come. The 
shadows will gather, and we must go 
to the white tents of the graveu 
There we will sleep sf?hndly. But the 
night will pass along, and the first 
thing we will hear will be the trum¬ 
pet-call sounding the reveille of the 
resurrection; and we will come up and 
fall into a long line of light, the sword 
of Christian conflict g laming in the 
un^tting sun. The roll shall calL'd, 
and wo shall answer to our names; and 
then we will go to the morning repast 
of heaven—manna for the bread, and 
wine pressed from the ripest clusters 
of heaven* for. the beverage, and a 
lamb from the whitest' flock that ever 
pastured on the eternal hills to com¬ 
plete the viands, and Christ for the 
chief banqueter, and ten thousand 
kings, and princes, and conquerors for 
guests. 

Well, our lx>die8 cah afford to lie a 
little while in the tent of the grave, 
if for them at last is to sound such 
a glorious reveille. Tell it to all the 
graveyards of the land. Speak it to 
ail the bone-strewn caverns of the 
deep: **Tbe trumpet shall sound, and 
the dead shall be raised incorruptible, 
and we shall be changed; for this mor¬ 
tal must put on immortality, and this 
corruption must put dn incorruption, 
and then shall be brought to pass the 
saying that was .’written: "O death I 
where is they sting? O gravel where 
is they victory?' 

If this be BO, what is the use of 
making such a fuss about death? It 
will only be a pleasant sleep for us. 
If this be so, why be inconsolable about 
the graves of the dead? Tboy only 
sleep. When they were here and you 
went into their bedrooms at dight, 
and their eyes were slosed, and they 
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rurnDiiiig bunk. Perhap-s the last 
!iJI made. Ileady to i)eriMh! Ready to 
eii-h! Not the first syjuptoma of dis- 
ase, but the ninth day has passed; all 
emedieH have failed; and there has 
eett a relapse. What a dim prospect 
f recovery! Almost hopele s! Ready 
i) perish! Ready to peri.vhl Not the 
iiHi reefing of the sail, and “the mak- 
ig of things snug;’’ but the mast 
bivered, (he helm gone, the leak 
[)riirf- iiie timbers parting — the 
ra. n ome! Ready to perish! Ready to 
eri.-n^ 

Am 1 right in supposing that there 
re two thousand persons in this house 
n[)r(‘p:irf>d to meet God? If a fishing- 
tn.ick, with three or four persons on 
Olid, goes to pieces on Newfoundland 
anks, we say. “f'oor fellows! what a 
ad thing it i.sthaf they were lostl” 
ut if an ocean steamer goes down 
ilh three hundred pa.ssengers, the 
atasttophe is more overwhelming. If 
thought in this house there were 
niy two*or three persons in eternal 
cril, I would bemoan^ the fact; but 
• hen perhaps they may be counted by 
mai^^ands, shall I not shriek out the 
orror—Ready to perish! Ready to 
•erish! 

Ingenious little children, sometimes 
ell you how, with a few letters, they 
an spell a very large word. With 
hree letters I can spell bereavement/ 
Viih three letters I cant spell disap- 
)ointmcnt. With three letters I can 
pell .‘•uffering. With three letters I 
an spell death. With three letters I 
an spell peidiliftn. S-i-n—Sin. That 
s the cause of all our trouble now. 
hat is the cause of our trouble for 
he future. 

In IbOS, in Derbyshire, England, 
here was a great plague. So many 
ied, thit it was decreed that none of 
he inhabitants should leave the vil- 
ige. and thus extend the distemper, 
i circle of stone was built, all round 
b(.ut the city, beyond which no citizen 
ould p.ass. Outsiders who had medi- 
ine or food to bring, brought it and 
hrew it over the stone wall, and fled 
or their life. 

To-night I mark the »circle of a 
•lague. The circle begins back of this 
(ulpit, goes along the wall to the 
ight, along the wall in front, along 
he wall to the left, coming back to 
he same point behind tlje pulpi^t, thu.s 
ncluding all within this house. That 
ircle i.s marked with; these words: 
All have sinned, and come short of 
he glory of God. There is none that 
loeth good — no, not one. By 

>ne man sin entered into the world 
nd death by sin." A Plague! A 
^lague! And hundreds ready to perish! 
But upon this dark background of 
he t«xt a light falls. A.midst the 
rush discords of which I speak, there 
ound the sw’ect and thrilling tones of 
great trumpet. My text savs, “The 
rreat trumpet shall be blown, and 
hey shall come which are ready to 
terbsh.” This Gospel trumpet is not, 
n its material, like other trumpets. It 
s not made from liorn of ram or ox, 
lor has it been .shaped in an earthly 
oundry. God furnished the material 
or this trumpet, twisted it, attuned 
t, bestowed it. He made two trum- 
»ets—one for heaven, and John heard 
ts blast about Patmos. He* made the 
iher for the.earth, and he hung it in 
he Church. Simon Peter pun that 
rumpet to his lips,' and all ther docks 
nd shipping of Galilee heard it. Luke 
ook it, and, forgetting the medicine of 
lis apothecary shop, he went every- 
i^here to^ blow it. Paul took it, and 
lade Philippian dungeons ring, and 
orinthian palaces echo, and^ Christen- 
om resound with the harmonies of 
he resurrection. A trumpet, God- 
lade, heaven-manufactured, yet need- 
Qg no giants to use it, but suited to 
lint lips, and trembling band, and 
Beble lungs; so. that sick Ed- 
ard PaysoQ, leaning against the 
ulpit, might bold it, ana Frederick 
toberUion. worn out with ulcers and 


for darknee.s, for heaven or for hell. 
Some theologians take four or five vol¬ 
umes in which to state their religious 
belief; I tell you all my theology in 
one sentence-^esuB Christ—take him 
and live, refuse him and die. 

Sometimes, by mismanagement, a re¬ 
giment will get in between the two 
opposing hosts, and be cut to pieces by 
both sides. Will you stand half-way be¬ 
tween the right side and the wrong side 
and take shot of both hosts, or will you 
com' under our standard? You will 
finally wish you had, fdiMK©shall gain 
this w'ar. As a recruitingYlfficer of 
the great army of banners, I blowi 
this blast—Choose this day w'hom ye 
will serve. Why halt ye between two 
oi)inaons? If the Lord be God, then 
follow' him; if Baal, then follow him. 
Come, for all things are now ready. 
The banquet Ls ready. The heart of 
Christ is reader. The house of many 
mansions is ready. The temple is 
ready. The angels are ready. Every¬ 
thing is ready. With such a Leader, 
with such a Dag, with such a cause, 
w’ith .such a result, with such a crown 
—to*-night put down your names on 
th<; muster roU. 

This Gospel trumpet is- one of as¬ 
sault. The besieging army prepares to 
storm the wall. They wheel round the 
guns. They march by platoons. The 
.swordsi gleam. The guns are loaded. 
The men are anxious for the affray. 
I'hen there comes the ruffle of the 
drum.s, and all are ready for the 
charge. But they wait—not moving 
hand or foot, or chin, to right or left 
—until the trumpet peals, when in¬ 
stantly the wave of valour da.shes up¬ 
on the casement. At every new roll 
of the drum the courage rises, until 
the castle is taken. 

Arrayed against thy sins to-night, 
art thou ready to storm and trample 
them downf Fall into line! Atten¬ 
tion 1 The trumiiet sounds, and down 
go the mailed hosts, biting the dust. 
Sins of the heart, sins of the life, sins 
of the tongue, sins of thy youth, sms 
of matiwity, sins of old age—one black, 
infernal army of tran.sgression; they 
must go down under thee, or thou 
t-halt go down under them. Hearkea 
to the trumpet of assault: "l^et the 
wick'Mi for.siike his way, and the un¬ 
righteous man his thoughts, and let 
him return unto the Lor^ and he 
will have mercy upon hilirrsmd to our 
Lod, for he will abundantly pardon." 
"Those eighteen upon whom the tower 
of Siloam fell—think ye that they 
were sinners above all men that dwelt 
in Jerusalem! I tell you, nay; but 
except ye repent, ye shall all likewise 
perish." 

This Gospel trumpet is also one of 
retreat. It is folly for a hundred men 
to attack ten thousand. It is the part 
of good generalship, sometimes, to 
blow the trumi>et of retreat. There 
is no need of your trying to face cer¬ 
tain temptations. You are foolhardy 
to try it. Your only safety is in 
flight. It is as fifty against five thou¬ 
sand. If you be given to appetite, es¬ 
cape the presence of decanter and 
demijohn. If you are given to pride, 
go amidst things that flatter it. If 
your proclivity be toward unclean- 
ness, like Job, make a covenant with 
your eyes, that you look not upon a 
maid. You know how the city of Ai 
was taken. Joshua’s forces went up 
to capture it, but was miserably cut 
to pieces. The next time they hit 
upon this stratagem: The host was to 
advance to the city, and when the as¬ 
sault was made uxx>n them, they were 
to fly. jAnd so they did, until the 
people of Ai came out to follow them, 
and then, at the holding up of Jos¬ 
hua’s spear, the retreating host ral¬ 
lied, and took the city. So sometimes 
it is ae necessary to flj, as at others 
it is to advance. I blow the trumpet 
of retreat for those of you who are 
tempted. ''Lead me not into tempt¬ 
ation,"* be your morning and evening 
prayer. No need of your trying with 


and their eyee were slosed, and they 
spake not a w'ord, you were not wor¬ 
ried. You said, "Poor tbingl ehe is 
tired, and I am glad she is iasleep.’* 
So now, as you go by their resting 
places, worry not l^ecause they answer 
you not. They are tired. They are 
very tired.

And now my address Is to those in 
this audience who are ready to perish, 
asking them to hear this Gospel 
trumpet and live. They have come 
into this Tabernacle—some for one 
purpose, and some for another. Per¬ 
haps some only to hear what "this 
babbler saith." But God w’ill hold every 
one of you responsible for the fact 
that you here heard Christ set forth 
as a Saviour for all who would come to 
him and live. This Sabbath hour 
sc*ems to you likey' all other Sabbath 
hours, but to some of you it may be 
the most stupendous hour in all 
your life of twenty, forty, or sixty 
years, because now you may refuso 
your last call of mercy. 

Tl^re may be some soul in this house 
to-night who will fatally refuse Christ; 
and it will be known in heaven that 
the hour of their shipwreck was ten 
minutes of nine o'clock—the moment 
at which I speak. May God have 
mercy upon those • that are ready to 
perish! Oh I that by some song of 
heaven, or by some groan from hell, 
or by some death-b^d from which they 
received admonition, or by the mem¬ 
ory of some sick-pillow where they 
promi^d to do better, or by some 
rumbling of judgment thunder, or by 
some invitation of the cross, they 
might be raised from the dead ! Jesus 
places his right hand, on his bleeding 
brow, and his left havid on his bleed¬ 
ing side, and after holding them there 
a little while, he stretches them forth, 
blood-tipped, saying, "Come unto me, 
all ye that labf)r, and are heavy laden, 
and I w'ill give you rest." 


GROWTH OF THE FINGER NAILS. 

The nails of two fingers never grow 
with the same degree of rapidity. The 
nail of the middle finger grows with 
the greatest rapidity, and that of the 
thumb the least. It has been com¬ 
puted that the average growth of the 
finger-nails is one thirty-second of an 
inch per week, or a little more than 
an inch and a half per year. The 
growth, however, depends to a great 
extent ui>on the rate of nutrition and 
during periods of sickness it is retard¬ 
ed. Authorities differ with regard to 
the equality of growth on both bands, 
iioiine holding that the nails of the right 
hi ad grows faster than those of the 
left, but others can perceive no dif¬ 
ference between them. According to 
the rate of growth stated, the average 
time taken for each finger nail to grow 
its full length is about four and a 
half months, gndat this rate a woman 
of seventy would have renewed her 
nails one hundred and eighty-six times.

In the ’’Beoolleotlona of a Muaioian,** 
by Viotorin Jonoierea, which are now 
running through the French papers, 
there is the following ohat abont Patti, 
who in Just about to be married for 
the third time. 

. **It was in 1876, a few days after the 
first performance of ’Dimitri’ In the 
Theatre Lyrique, that I became ac¬ 
quainted with Patti, who .was then the 
Marquise de Caux. She sent me her 
faithful factotum Belloni, who told me 
that the diva, charmed by my work, 
proposed to play the part of Marina 
at St. Petersburg, where she was en¬ 
gaged for the following eeaaon. It was 
necessary to translate the piece into 
Italian and forward it as Boon as It was 
finished to the direotorq df 'the theatre 
in order to have it submitjted to the 
censure. The next day I went to see 
my future interpreter and expressed 
to her my gratitude for the unexpect¬ 
ed honor which she was about to confer 
upon me. She introduced me to the 
Marquis de Caux. The interview was 
oordiul and charming, Patti, in ail 
the brilliancy of her youth and beauty, 
was particularly attractive on account 
of her almost childish grace. The har¬ 
mony between her and her hu/d)and ap¬ 
peared complete. 

”A few months after the first per^ 
formanoe of ’Dimitri* I received the 
cross, and some time after my nomina¬ 
tion appeared in the Officiel I got 
from St. Petersburg a telegram of 
oongratuLations, signed Marquis and 
Marquise de Caux. Now, according to 
Its original date, this telegram was 
sent only some hours before ^he scene 
which occurred between the celebrated 
eantatrioe and the Marquis. 

“When I saw Patti again she was 
divoroed and was about to marry the 
tenor Nicolini, for whom she had just 
renounced the crown of a marquise. 
‘Dimitri’ could not be played at St. 
Petersburg on account of the veto of 
censure that would not authorize the 
appearance upon the boards of a per¬ 
fidious archimandrite, and still less 
that of a usurping Czar. It was in 
London, therefore, where she was en¬ 
gaged for the following season, that my 
illustrious .interpreter was to sing the 
role of Marina. 

"In studying it she noticed that her 
part did not have sufficient importance 
and that the role of Dimitri had too 
much. It was necessary, therefore, to 
diminish consider-ably the latter and 
to increase the former by two promin¬ 
ent arias destined to bring out the 
taknts of the cantatrice.

There is no speck in the ocean bifl 
enough to set foot on where men ar< 
n^ settling down nowadays, if\ thej 
think there is a chance of making i 
little money. This is h(m it happeni 
that about forty men are living to-daj 
on Christmas Island, one of the lone 
ly ^x>t8 in the Indian Ocean, about 
200 miles south of Java. The islan< 
is shaped someithing like a dumb 
bell, is about ten mil^ long and in iti 
widest part has a width of about fiv< 
miles. 

In 1887 the British surveying vesse 
Flying Fish was ordered to make ai 
examination of the island. It fount 
an anchorage place in one of the liith 
bays and a number of men wiere land 
ed. They reported that the island \A'ai 
of little value, and no serioua atiemp 
at exploration was made. A few yean 
later it was discovered that rich bed 
of phosphate of lime are on the island 
and in 1896 Mr. Andrew Bose, brothe 
of the man w'bq owns the Cocos Keel 
ing Islands, made the journey t* 
Christmas Island and decided tha 
money was to be made by settlirq 
there. He went beck for his famil;

Near the shore 
of Flying Fish Cova s number of sub 
stantial bouses have been erectetl 
WslH have besp sunk and fruit trss 
and cocosnut palms plant^, and i 
smalt experimental plantation of cof

Many of these 
shells are in a i)erfect state of pre¬ 
servation, although m'any hundreds of 
years old.

TEAIPERING GLASS GIXIBES.

This is done by putting them 
in a large pan and covering them with 
cold water. The pan is then sot on 
the range until the water boils. When 
that occurs it is removed from the fire, 
and the globes are allowed to remain 
in the water until it is perfectly cold 
again. This is .i common treatment 
for lamp chimneys, and is equally ef¬ 
ficient in the case of g’a.'^b globes. 


TO PREVENT SLEEP W ALKING. 

A device to prevent sleeivwulking 
is to lay upon the floor, by the side 
of the somnambulist's Ijed, a sheet of 
iron, zinc orotther metal, w ide enough 
to insure that he w'ill step upon it. 
When the sleei^-walking fit comes upon 
him his foot touches the cold surface 
of the metal and he instinctively draws 
that leg into the bed again. After 
tw'o or three attempts the somnamulist 
two or three attempts the somnam¬ 
bulist gives it up and aettlee down in 
bed.

FRUIT CAKES. 

The^ receipt for this wedding cake has 
oen in use for more than 60 years in 
ne family. It is good time to make 
t in the spring, when eggs and butter 
le cheap, and it will keep for years, 

I properly stored, and as it never 
lolds, there is,never a time “you must 

at it to save it.” It should not be,_ ... 

used until it is. Ht least three months 
Id, and is better when a year old. 
omo bakers say wedding cake is not 
( its l)est until three years old. 

Wedding Cake—Pour pounds of flour 
lbs. butter, 3 lbs. white sugar, 4 lbs. 
urrants, 2 lbs. seeded raisins, 1-2 lb. 

Itron, out into short thin bits, 1 oz. 

Qace, 3 nutmegs grated, 24 eggs, 1-2 
up gcx)d, dark-colored molasses, 1-2 
lint brandy, so the old recipe says, but 
loohol is just as good and less expen- 
Ive. Cut the butter i^ thin slices^ apd 
ot stand in a warm room to soften, al¬ 
io set the sugar where it will warm 
i little, but do not put either one on 
»r near the stove. Before you begin 
o make the cake, have all the ingredi< 
vnts close at hand and ready for use 
L’wo persons are needed when mixing, 
me to mix, one to add each article as 
equired. A large pan will be needed 
o mix it in. Wurmi the i>an, put the 
)utier and sugar into it, and with 
)oth hands mix them thoroughly, then 
idd the yolks of the eggs and mix 
hose in, next add the molasses, alco- 
lol, spice and one-half of the flour, 1 
eaKp<K)n soda, rounded ju.st a little 
ind dissolved in a very lil.'ile wat&r, 
nix all together till smooth. Put the 
ruit all in a pan, mix with it nearly 
lalf of the dry flour. Now add to the 
•ake mixture a little of the flour, a 
ew handfuls of fruit and some of the 
vhites of the eggs. Continue to add 
ia*.m in this way till all are used, mix- 
ng in e-'ich addition, and continue mik- 
ng until all is an even mass. The 
vhites of the eggs should be beaten to 
I stiff froth before they are used. 'Phis 
luantily makes four large loaves. Line 
he tins with two thicknesses of rath¬ 
er thin but firm manila paper, well 
j^rea.sed, bakud for three hours in a 
/cry moderate oven. 

Pi>rk Fruit Cake—One pound of fat, 
lalt ix>rk, free from lean or rind, chop¬ 
p'd as fine as possible. Pour over it 
me-half pint of boiling water and stir 
t well. Add 1 cup molasses, 2 cups 
iugar, 1 heaping teaspoon soda, a 
leaping mixing spoon each of nutmeg 
ind cloves and 2 of cinnamon, 1 lb> 
itM'ded raisins, 1 of currants, 1-4 lb. 

•itron, sufficient flour to make the pro- 
a*.r thickness. It is best to test it by 
laking a spoonful in a small tin. Bake 
his cake in a slow oven about an 
ii>ur. I'he cake will keep w^ell .several 
nouths, if proiierly stored in a stone 
jar in a Cf)ol, dry cellar. 

No-Kgg Fruit Cake.—One cup each of 
sugar, molasses and sour milk, 3-4 cup 
Hitter, pork fat or nice drippingvS, 1 
oundexl teasp<K)n soda, l^teasixion each 
>f grated nutmeg, allspice and clove, 

I cup each of seeded raisins and cur¬ 
rants, 4 cups of flour. This is a 
.'heap cake, but uu excellent one, and 
WM'ps w^ell. 


waibed.raw rloe^ Waih a large oab- 
ba^e, having removed all the £feotive 
outer leaves. Plunge It whole into a 
large pot of boiling salted water and 
boil ior five minutes, remove and 
drain. This will render the leaves pli¬ 
able. Let cool a little, when pull 
the leaves apart, and wrap in each 
leaf a tablespoon of the pork and 
rice. Wrap it up aecurely and neatly 
as if tying up a parcel and secure with 
wooden toothpipka or twine. When 
all are done,' lay in a baking diah and 
cover with a quart of tomatoes peeled 
and cut fine, mixed with a half a pint 
of water, and a teaspoon of salt. Bake 
one hour in a hot oven, turning the 
fcroqueltes occasionally, if the sauce 
becomes too thick, dilute with a little 
hot water. When done, dish, pour 
over the sauce and serve with potatoes 
or hominy. These are very good in¬ 
deed. If desired the croquettes may 
be steamed over hot water in a steam¬ 
er for 3 hours, or plunged directly in> 
to a kettle of boiling water and boil¬ 
ed for one hour. They are not so de¬ 
licate as when baked. 

Fork Fie—Unless you have a brick 
oven do not attempt this dish, as it re¬ 
quires. a long and even baking, which 
no stove oven can give. Make a good 
pie crust and line a large pan, one 
holding about 6 quarts; in the bot¬ 
tom put a layer of thin slices of onions, 
then a layer of lean salt pork, which 
has been previously browned in the 
frj^ng pan, next place a layer of peel¬ 
ed apples, which sprinkle with a little 
brown sugar, using 1-2 lb. sugar to 3 
lbs. apples; then begin with onions, 
which sprinkle with pepper, pork, and 
apples again, and so on until the dish 
is full. Wet the edges of the crust, 
put on the top crust, well perforated, 
and bake at least four hours, longer 
if possible. These pies are eaten hot 
or cold and are a great favorite with 
the English people. Fotaotes may be 
used in place of apples, but they do 
not give the meat so fine a flavor. 

Fork Fotpie-r-Three pounds pork, if 
salt pork is used freshen it well, cut 
into inch cubes. Fry brown, add a 
large onion sliced, and a teaspoon each 
of chopped sage, thyme and parsley. 
Cover with 6 pints of water and boil 
for two hours, add a large pepper cut 
small or a *pinch of cayenne, and a 
tablespoon of salt, if fresh pork has 
been used: Add also 3 pints of vege¬ 
tables, carrots, turnips, and parsnips 
cut small, boil half an hour longer, 
when add a pint of potatoes cut into 
small pieces, and some dumplings. Cov¬ 
er closely, boil 20 minutes, when poujr 
out into a large platter and serve. The 
dumplings are made of one pint of 
flour, one teaspoon salt, and one tea¬ 
spoonful baking poyder, sifted togeth¬ 
er. twk) eggs, well beaten and 

one fup of milk. Mix out all the 
lumps and dfop by spoonfuls into the 
stew. Serve this P 9 tpie with a salad 
of dahdelioq leaves, dressed with olive 
oil, vinegar, salt and pepper.

ACETYLENE GAS. • 

How You Hfsy AMcrrlrsIn-rMr VonrHCir the 

Piice of l.lclillBg Your FMlsbllMhmrnl 

The statement, which has of late 
been widely spread that acetylene gas 
is cheaper to install and maintain than 
the electric light has brought out many 
inquiries on the subject. A professor 
of one of the leading universities says 
that the price of acetylene light can 
be ascertained for himself by any per¬ 
son who will put down accurately the 
following factors, which vary accord¬ 
ing to lo(‘uUty, local insurance regu¬ 
lations di'ulers’ ^nd middlemen's pro¬ 
fits, and number of lights: a. Price 
of carbide to consumer, b. Price of 
generator, c. Price of installation, pos¬ 
sibly separate building for generator, 
d. Labor in filling and cleaning 
generator. By^ the time the carbide 
reaches the consumer it wdll probably 
cost at the rale of flGO a ton. One 
pound of it gives 41-2 cubic feet of 
gas. A burner consuming one-third 
cubic foot of acetylene her hour gives 
a 10 candle-pow'tr light. Allowing 4 
1-2 feet of acetylene per pound car¬ 
bide, a 16 candle-power light will cost 
in carbide one-third of a cent per hour. 
It must be remembered that this yield 
of light is only obtainable wdth very 
good generators, i.e., those in which 
the decomposition 'of carbide by wa¬ 
ter does not heat the generator to a 
point much above the boiling point of 
water. What the public has to be on 
I its guard against are the cheap gen¬ 
erators, most of w hN'h overheat in mak¬ 
ing the gas, injuring the quality and 
quantity of the gas lo a very consid¬ 
erable degree. Know ing the local price 
of electric light, or gas, the cost of 
acetylene generator and installment, 
the price charged peC pound <or car¬ 
bide and the allowance for labor, any 
one can figure out with a fair approx¬ 
imation to accuracy the bottom price 
for the acetylene light. It must, how¬ 
ever, be said, that hitherto in places 
w here a good gas or electric light plant 
was in operation the use of acetylene 
has not been considered economical. 
When carbide can be produced much 
cheaper than at present the situation 
may be altered, although the chances 
are that ordinary gas and electric light 
may continue to be cJbeapened corres¬ 
pondingly. The authority above re- 
I ferred to thinks there is no need for 
an electric light company or gas com¬ 
pany to be alarmed by the advent ol 
acetylene,

The Moor, like the Russian, Is an 
inveterate tea drinker, and bis style of 
imbibing the cap that cheers has pe¬ 
culiarities even more marked than the 
RusBian*s substitution of lemon Juice 
for milk. * 

In the first place, when tea fs to 
be drunk, the Moorish servant brings 
(be teapot, which be sets down with 
great pomp beside his manter, who al¬ 
ways presides over the drinking. Then 
the servant fetches the urn of boil¬ 
ing water, the teapot is rinsed, the 
tea is put in, the pot is filled with 
water in the ordinary way. 
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Then after a certain number of 
minutes the pot is opened, and the 
froth which has risen to the surface 
is skimmed off, and into the pot is 
crammed as much freshly-grown mint 
as it will hold. 

Then handful after handful of sugar 
is added to the contents of the pot, 
and it is allowed to stand for a little 
while longer. The master pours out 
a little of this weak tea, which, of 
course, is highly flavored, and drinks 
it in order that his guests may be sure 
it has not been poisoned.

James, charged with train robbery, which 
took place at Kanssi City, Mo., was the 
appearance as a witness in bis behalf of 
Mrs. Zerelda Samuels, 74 years old, 
mother of the Jamee boys and grandmother 
of the defendant. Whan the aged woman 
rose to be sworn she held ud the stump of 
the arm that was shot off by deteotfves, 
who shattered her home many years ago 
with a bomb, in an attempt to arrest her 
notorious sons. Mrs. Samuels testified 
that she was at the James house on the 
night of the robbery and that Jesse was 
sitting on the porch with her when they 
beard the exploeion that wrsoksd the 
express safe. Jesse James’ mother, his 
sisters and the defendant himself gave testi¬ 
mony to the same effect. The jury rs- 
tamed a verdict of acquittal.

An administration was 
taken out in the oonrt of sessions for the 
property in Scotland, which was adminis¬ 
tered by the Scottish administrator. It 
has become neoeesary to take an adminii- 
iration to dispose of the property in 
Ontario, and the attorney has been vent 
from Scotland, with the aotborlty to take 
out the necessary letters. The will res¬ 
pecting the real etsate is said to be invalid, 
and the same is held regarding the other. 
Dr. Doig was an eccentric person, and 
lived in the township of Denbigh. He bad 
a first class medical education and was a 
member of the Royal Ooilege of Surgeons of 
Edinbargb, Scotland. Walkem A Wal 
kem, solloitors, are acting for the members 
of the Doig family in Scotland in the mat¬ 
ter of the wills.
